An ornamental cop-, 
Ing of white granite, forming a square of six- 
teen feet, incloses the obelisk. On the east 
side of the coping there is an inscription on 
the arch, sunk deep into thd granite and em- 
blazoned: with gold. The letters read: 
"Erected to Outlast the British Monarchy." 
Borne who read the inscription openly express 
delight, while others think it is out of place in 
a graveyard. Those who do not agree with 
the inscription admire the obelisk, which is 
Very imposing. A granite plate facing the 
east side of the coping shows that the monu- 
ment was erected by Daniel Murphy, of 
Ballintobnig, township of Tralee, County 
Kerry, Ireland. On the north side of the 
obelisk, cut in polished granite and in raised 
letters, fa a mortuary notice which shows 
that in one of the vaults lies the remains of 
Eleanor Murphy, who died in New York city 
in 1883, at the age of 83 years. On the south 
side is a notice of the death of Solomon C. H. 
Murphy, 23 years of age, and son of Daniel 
Murphy. 


A DURABLE MONUMENT. 


A stonemason was can-ing letters on thd 


obelisk, when he was asked by The World 
reporter: 
"Did yon engrave the inscription on the 


face of the coping?" 
"Yes, sir; and a very pretty sentiment !t 
is," he replied. "Many come here, however, 
and wrangle over it, bat it will make this 
spot the most famous in the cemetery." 
"Do yon think the obelisk will outlast the 


British monarchy f 
"This stone will last forever, or until it'is 


taken down. It ia made of Qntacy granite, 
the finest and most durable in the world. Ho 
expense has been spared, and there is no bet- 
ter finished piece of work in any cemetery. 
The engraving of the letters cost (300 alone. 
There are finer monuments in the cemetery 
—for instance, that of Johnston, the dry- 
goods man, which cost $100,000—but none 
more durable. Great crowds eome^Jfeeo it 
everyday-" 
"•"'• 
Daniel Murphy, who erected the obelisk 


and caused the inscription to be put upon it, 
lives in simple style on the northwest corner 
of Madison and New Chambers streets, this 
city. He is worth $200,000, and occupies the 
first floor of a 
double-apartment house, 


which he owns. He is 73 years old, and-was. 
stricken with blindness two years ago, after 
a severe attack of Slight's disease. He came 
to this country in 1833, and worked as 
a farm-hand in New Jersey, receiving $8,a 
month and his board. 


AX OLD CITIZEN. 


He was subsequently a clerk in a grocery. 


store and afterward assistant in the old 
American hotel, at the corner of Broadway 
and Barclay streets, before the Astor house 
was built. Twenty-five years ago he en- 
gaged in the building trade and amassed a 
fortune rapidly. He was a presidental elec- 
tor on the Hancock ticket in 1880, and has al- 
ways been noted for his fervent but tinassum- > 
ing aid in the cause of Ireland. Mr. Murphy 
spoke unreservedly to a World reporter of 
the~bbelisk. 
: 
"The inscription on the coping is my 


own," he said. "I want the obelisk to out- 
last tiie British monarchy. For the govern- 
ment of England I have nothing but undying 
hate, installed in me by successive genera- 
tions." 
"It is merely a matter of patriotism!" 
. 


"No. The estates of my ancestors in the 


county Wexford wore confiscated during the 
reign of Queen Elizabeth because they would 
not renounce then-religion. A vast fortune 
was taken from them, and that great wrong, 
together with my patriotism, induced me to 
erect the obelisk."

"I have already spent $34,000 upon it and 


shall expend more. 
I do not mind the. 


money, and am ready to give $50,000 Id 
cash to title leaders of any formidable and 
legitimate movement that is inaugurated 
against England in the cause of Ireland." 


Mr. Murphy expects to recover his vision. 


Although seventy-two years old, ho looks 
twelve years younger. He has always been 
a Democrat and takes great interest in Amer- 
ican politics. Before he lost his sight he per- 
sonally superintended the selection, of: the 
stone for the obelisk and sketched the design 
for it.

The. one thing-evident is that the construc- 


tion of this waterway between Bamstabto 
and Buzzard's.bay Ja perfectly feasible. It is 
d straight piece :;of work, presenting no new 
engineering : problems. The only practical, 
question involved is i whether: such a com- 
mercial highway will pay. In its favor is the 
modern eagerness1 t>f trade to seek short cuts 
for navigation, by which savings are made in 
the wages'and living exponBes of crews, while 
perishable produce reaches its destinationin 
better order. In addition, the avoidance of 
dangers by. a sheltered passage must be token 
into account. In the old colonial canal pro- 
ject, the perilous shoals to be encountered in 
doubling Cape Cod figured largely in the 
arguments; and the long list of :wrecks 
caused by the outside passage, with great 
losses of • life and property, will show that 
this consideration is not exaggerated. It fol- 
lows that another item of saving for vessels 
that use the canal would be insurance. Tak- 
ing all these things together, it- only re-' 
mains to determine how • large tolls the coast- 
wise travel andtrafno would be -willing to 
pay as an offset; and then, whether such tolls 
would pay a reasonable interest on the orig- 
inal cost of the canal afJor meeting ita run- 
ning expenses.

Agriculture points out 
that it would be worth while to try 
decoctions of the leaves to destroy 
the green flies and other insects 
which in Summer are so destructive 
to plants and fruit trees. Anyhow, 
M. Raffbrd's observations merit that 
trial should be made of the proper 
ties of the castor oil plant, both for 
the destruction of flies in dwellings 
and of other troublesome insects.
